THE JEFFERSON MEMORIAL. a 
and 80, 281 men on a war _ President Francis and his directory have worked 
: out an admirable plan for the Jefferson memorial. 
Instead of a sculptural or architectural monument, 
‘they have combined a monument with a historical 
museum. It joins beauty with utility. 

The projected building is a happy solution of 
the question. It solves several problems. The 
Historical Sotiety has long sought a permanent 
and safe repository for its collection of documents 
and articles. of historical interest, which, with a 
proper building, will increase rapidly, and in time 
become invaluable. It will serve also as a his- 
torical museum of thé entire Louisiana Territory. 
The museum Will have, not only great popular in- 
terest, but great value as a source of info-mation 
to students of history. It will be a center of in- 
terest for historians. 

The projected historical museum is the kind of 
memorial that Jefferson himse!f,-if he could de- 
termine its nature, would plan. He would com- 
mend the idea of endowing a useful institution 
with the form of beauty. His own statue by Carl 
Bitter will supply the monument to the man, 

The suggested location of the building, at the 
entrance of De Baliviere avenue to the park, will 
give the memoria] special significance as an ar- 
chitectural ornament of the park. It will stand 
at one of the principal entrances, offering in its 
central structure an attractive architectural gate- 
way. With its gardens, it will be a notable 
feature of the park. 

The Post-Dispatch has opposed the tendency to 
litter up the park with buildings. We believe it 
good policy to be sparing of park property for 
architectural purposes. But a building of the 
beauty, significance and special value of this is 
an exception to the rule. It is particularly appro- 
priate for the World’s Fair site. The city should 
accept it by all means. 

The World’s Fair was a tremendous influence 
fo;| good. It awakened St. Louis and served the 
larger ends of civilization, culture, brotherhood. 
It stimulated art and commercial enterprise. St. 
Louis has reaped great results from its influence. 
The Art Museum and the Historical Museum will 
be ‘permanent influences. 

President Francis, who’ has given much time 
and labor to the planning of this memorial, and his 
associates in the board have again proved their 
usefulness and have added to their signal services 
to the city. -The least St. Louis can give them is 
cordial co-operation.

SEA CAPTAINS’ PAY.

In crossing the Atlantic Ocean, passengers often 
wonder how much the captain and other officers re- 
ceive in salaries for thelr very responsible work. 
The tendency is to believe that their pay ig much 
greater than it actually is, On the Cunard line, @ 
young sixth officer is paid only $420 a year, and he 
must furnish his uniforms at his own expense, If 
lucky, he may at 4 get command of a cargo 
steamer and earn $1375 a year. At 45, he may be 
promoted to command a fine 12,000-ton passenger 
ship, running from New York or Boston to the Medl- 
terranean, and then his salary rises to the prodigious 
sum of $1625. Now that Capt. Pritchard of the Maure- 
tania has retired there are no more $5000 salaries paid 
to Cumard captains—not one. The limit is $3000 a year, 
and very few can hope to secure ships paying that 
much. Promotion goes wholly by seniority and the 
result is, according to a naval reserve officer writing 


‘in the London Daily News, that ‘75 per cent of the 


officers that man the ships of the British mercantile 
marine are on the lookout for any position on shore 
that will enable them not only to live bur to look 
forward, with some measure of hope, to an adequate 
return for work faithfully performed.”

Louisiana State Lands Congress, the 
sessions of which attracted thousands of 
visitors to Alexandria from’ Louisiana 
‘and adjoining states, proved in more 
ways than one to be a revelation con- 
corning Louisiana agriculturally. Every 
Louisiana product was exhibited and 
exploited at the congress, and the strides 
which apparently have been made by 
the commonwealth of cdnebrakes was 
declared almost beyond belief. Yet it 
was contended enthusiastically that the 
exhibit failed to reveal one-half of what 
Louisiana is or what she can do. 

Gov. J. Y¥. Sanders, in concluding an 
address ine which he pointed out that 
Louisiana soil would, raise anything 
to his own knowledge but coffee—while 
possibly, he said, that was also grown— 
asserted that Louisiana is the land for 
the poor man because of the fertility of 


‘I the soil which produces practically any- 


thing in any month of the year. 

Of 28,000,000 acres of land in Louisiana 
only about 6,000,000 acres are under cul- 
tivation. In the north of the State all 
of the staple crops of the Southwest are 
raised. In the central portion of the 
State rice culture is becoming the lead- 
ing industry. The southern lands, to- 
ward the gulf coast, produce great quan- 
tities of citrus fruits. It is also from 
Louisiana that cucumbers, strawberries 
and other early vegetables are shipped 
to St. Louis for the’ Christmas table. 
Early vegetable and poultry raising are 
profitable the year round. In almost 
any portion of the State the protection 
levee system and drainage projects have 
reclaimed thousands of acres of land. 


Looks to Panama Canal. 


The State looks forward to consider- 
able more in the way of prominence, 
this fo come when the Panama Canal is 
completed. It is contended generally in 
Louisiana that New Orleans will at once 
take rank as one of the greatest sea- 
ports in the world when ships of all 
nations begin steaming from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific through the Pana- 
ma Canal. ) 

Possibly the most significant indica- 
tion of what Louisiana is accomplishing 
is to be seen in St. Landry parish. Here 
is the State's greatest irrigation project, 
known as the Schell project. This 
project has been in course of construc- 
tion for some time and'‘is now nearing 
completion. Its pumping plant is in 
readiness and under the project 65000 
acres of land are to be irrigated’ this 
season. The main canal of the Schell 
project is 350 feet wide and 30 miles 
long. It comprises additional laterals 
200 feet wide. The main canal léads 
from an fhexhaustible supply of fresh 
water. ‘This, no doubt, eventually will 
be distributed all over Southwest 
Louisiana, a territory embracing 1,250,- 
000 acres of cultivabie land. The water 
is taken from the Bayou Courtoblau, an 
arm of the Mississippi River. 

Strange as it may appear, it is con- 
tended by Gov. Sanders that the boll 
weevil came to Louisiana as.a blessing 
in disguise; that the boll weevil, in- 
famous asthe great cotton destroyer, is 
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about the best thing that ever happened 


+t) the State. “The boN weevil,” said 


Gov. .Sanders, “‘was Louisiana's salva- 
tion army. The boll weevil charged the 
farmér—behind his single crop intrench- 
ents und wen in a short battle, The 
eevil forced the farmer into the fields 
of diversification. 

Cempels Other Crops. 


| “Prior to its appearance there were as 
any as 40,000,000 bales of cotton bought 
f wagons on the streets of Opelouis- 
asa, aild 75,000 bales shipped from the 
parish of St. Landry in one year. This 
will convey an idea of the vast amount 
of fertile and productive soil lying ad- 
jacent to the Opelouisasa in St. Landry 
parish, the most of which is now diver- 
sified by culture of. sugar cane, corn, 
rice, Irish and sweet potatoes, hay, gar- 
den truck‘and some cotton, there being 
compressed at Opélouisasa this year 
12,500 bales. 

“With this year’s crop the evil and de- 
pression resulting from the appearance 
of the boll weevil will have eventually 
died, and its coming will have left our 
people more prosperous because of the 
diversification, and. more contented in 
the knowledge that should one of their 
creps for. some cansé fall, they have 
others sufficient to maintain them and 
preserve them from the calamity that 
always follows the failure of a single 
crop. Improved lands may be bought in 
Louisiana at from $25 to $50 an acre, ac- 
cording to location and quality of im- 
provernent. 

“Lands near Opeloutsasa sell for more 
and up to $500 an acre. All available 
lands, partly cleared and partly tim- 
bered, sell for $150 to $240 an acre, ac- 
cording to percentage of land cleared 
end the quality of the improvements.

Nemesis of Students 
Who Drink, 


DETECTS ~°° TOBACCO 


Mothers Can Also. Tell if 
Willie Puffs Cigarettes— 
An Aid to Truth. 


TOPEKA, Kan., April 30.—Here is the 
small boy’s Nemesis. It may also be the 
instrument by which the deluded hus~ 
band who stays out late at night may 
be turned from the error of his ways. 
It counteracts cloves or chewing gim or 
any other breath deodorizer, and its 
presence in the house ought to keep the 
small boy from smoking cigarettes or 
chewing tobacco and cause a young hus- 
band to-go home much before the stars 
begin to fade. 

Prof. James Naismith of the Univer- 


sity of Kansas has perfected an instru- 
ment that is infallible in the detection 
of tobacco or liquor, or any drug or 
narcotic stimulant. If any person has 
used any narcotic or stimulant, even in 
the smallest quantities, even two puffs 
from a cigarette, this instrument, it is 
said, will show it. 
Used in Athletic Work. 

Dr. Naismith did not work out his 
invention as an aid to mothers who do 
not always detect tobacco or to wives 
who cannot be sure that their husbands 
have been drinking. He had another 
idea in mind. He is the physical di- 
rector of the university. All the stu- 
dents who enroll for athletic work are 
required to take examinations. These 
examinations might show certain bodily 
conditions which consistent gymnasium 
work would cure if tobacco or other 
stimulants were left alone. 

In some forms of athletic work the 
men engaged in it cannot do their very 
best if they are accustomed to smoking 
cigarettes or chewing tobacco or occa- 
sionally being a good fellow and tak- 
ing a drink or two. The examination 
for the work to, be undertaken might 
require that tobacco or liquors be pro- 
hibited and orders to this effect would 
be issued. 

Effects of Stimulants Shown. 

The athietic authorities at the univer- 
sity @iscoveréd that the prohibitions 
were not always obeyed, and that often 
the men showed plainly the effects of 
stimulants, but these could not be de- 
tected, as the boys had “covered their 
tracks” well. So Dr. Naismith set 
about to build a machine that would 
do the work. 

In addition to restraining the’ boys 
from the use of stimulants and narcot- 
ics, the instrument ‘has been found to 
promote truthfulness. When. asked 
about an infraction of the rules, the stu- 
dents usually answer promptly if they 
have broken over, as they know that 
the test may be applied at once and 
their perfidy made known. , 

An Electric Needle Doesn’t, 

The instrument is very simple. It con- 
sists of two rods. One is a quarter of an 
inch in diameter and the other is about 
twice as large. In the end of the larger 
is a hole and the smaller rod fits eas- 
ily ‘into this hole. The ends of the 
rods are connécted by wires with an 
electric needle. 

When it is believed that a student has 
been using stimulants or narcotics he 
is asked to take a rod in each hand and 
hold the smaller one within: the hole 
in the end of the larger. This com- 
pletes the electric circuit and the needle 
writes on a sheet of paper. If the stu- 
dent is nervous the lines are irregular. 

If the student is not nervous and has 
not used tobacco or liquor, the line is 
straight, with few, if any, jogs. If he 
is nervous, but has not used tobacco 
or liquors, the line is jogged, but the 
jogs are at regular intervals. But if he. 
has used tobacco or liquors or any drug 
or stimulants, the lines are jogged and 
the jogs are very irregular, one large 
and two or three small ones, then per- 
haps two large and one small one. The 
machine cannot detect the kinds of nar- 
cotics or stimulants used, but it shows 
that they have been used. 

Mother Might Have One. 

When the small boy comes home from 
the ‘‘ole swimmin’ hole” and his mother 
suspects that he has been smoking she 
can easily learn if she has one of the 
little instruments... They are. easily 
made. Any person could construct one. 
And the fair maiden who believes her 
sweetheart has been chewing tobacco 
and is hiding the breath through chew- 
ing gum could meet the young swain at 
the door and make him take the test 
before she kissed him. And the fond 
wife could require her husband to make 
his mark on the sheet of paper when- 
ever he came home late or his breath 
smelled of cloves or other breath per- 
fumer. No one can dodge the little ma- 
chine and its marks on the paper.

BOSTON, April 3#.—Poets and writers 
unrecognized, philosophers without fame 
and merry humorists unknown to those 
whom they amuse, exist in large num- 
ber in Charlestown State Prison. 

Much has been printed of late about 
John Carter, just released from  Still- 
water Penitentiary, Minnesota, because 


he wrote beautiful poetry. Carter has 
been lauded as the convict-poet and 
has gained much fame. 

But, right here in Charlestown, in the 
prison which is skirted by Boston & 
Maine trains every day and near which 
the elevated trains pass, there live 
writers whose unsigned contributions 
to their monthly prison publication 
would be worthy of the pages of any 
Boston newspaper or magazine. 

This publication is the Mentor. It is 
the work of prisoners exclusively, both 
in literary, editorial and mechanical de- 
partments. It has a strictly limited 
circulation. When it is issued, as near 
the first of every month as possible, 
one copy is sent to every prisoner. There 
is an exchange list with the Star of 
Hope of Sing Sing Prison and other 
penal publications. Outside of this—and 
a few copies given to visiters, the circu- 
lation of the Mentor is exclusive, It so- 
licits no subscribers and carries no ad- 
vertisements. It is not swayed by pub- 
lic influence or private gain. It is edit- 
ed by one prisoner, who is sworn to 
secrecy as to the authorship of the 
various contributions. It is ilustrated 
by a prisoner-artist. It is stylographed 
and bound by prisoners only. 


Uplitt of the Policy. 


Its subject matter? Well, certain top- 
ics are forbidden. There must be no 
criticism of prison regime, of course. 
The tone of the publication must be opti- 
mistic, up-lifting, encouraging. Witness 
this sample poem from the April num- 
ber, entitled, ‘‘Prayer’’: 

Of all thy many gifts, O Life, 

Grant me this to avail; — 

That in the midst of endless strife, 

My courage may not fail. 


And with riiy work the boon of health, 

That better is thar gold, 

That I may spend my earthly wealth 

In cheer to young and old. 

There are nearly 900 convicts in 
Charlestown prison, Some one of their 
number, looking through the prison 
walls out into the free, broad life to 
which he aspires at the end of his sen- 
tence, wrote those cheering words and 
sent them into The Mentor. He knew 
his name would not appear and that his 
poetic worth would be all unknown, Of 
course, hé would havé the personal sat- 
isfaction, if his poem was accepted, of 
seeing it in print. 

In the March number another prisoner 
—or maybe the same one, had this 
stanza on ‘Opportunity’: 


We séek so far for deeds to do, 
For place and chance that would allo 
Our plans and dreams to work out tru 
That we forget the Here and Now. 


If we but took the good each day 
That les about within our ken, 
And scattered it along our way— 
What love and laughter There and 
Then! 

The contributions in The Mentor have 
been called ‘‘the expressions of pent-up 
souls." They represent more than that 
in some cases. It is known that con- 
tributions have been printed from men 
who came into the prison illiterate. 
They took the prison correspondence 
course in’ reading and writing ‘and— 
some being long-term men—learned to 
express their thoughts. in the high 
Standard of diction required by The 


‘Mentor. One can imagine the real pride 


of a former illiterate whose little con- 
tribution is accepted by the prisdéner- 
editor of the publication and is deemed 
worthy of place siongside the works 
of veteran writers. 

The Mentor is broadly general in its

Louls next Friday to discuss the fram- 
ing of an amendment to the -constitu- 
tion of Misseuri, seeking to relieve the 
present congested and delayed condition 
of tho Appellate and Supreme Courts. 

A secret session of the committee will 
be held at 10 a, m. at the Southern Ho- 
tel. An open meeting will be held at 
2:30 p. m. in division 4 of the Circuit 
Court of St. Louis, which will be at- 
tended by members of the Bar from 
throughout the State A dinner in 
honor of the guests -will be given Fri- 
day night at the Southern Hotel by the 
members of the St. Louis Bar Associa- 

The members ef the State commit- 
tee are BE. A. Krauthoff of Kansas City, 
Vinton Pike of St. Joseph, Homer Hall 
ef Trenton, A. L. Oliver of Caruthers- 
ville and ©. M. Grossman of St. Louis. 
At the dinner Friday evening, Governor 
Wilson of Kentucky will be a guest of 


honor. Governor Hadley and Jud 
Gantt of the Supreme Court will also 


present. 


Divisions of Supreme Court. 
At present the Supreme Court {s al- 


most three years behind its docket and 
it has been computed that 3 per cent 
of its cases are based’ on questions re- 
specting the jurisdiction of the Appel- 


late courts of the State. The commit- 
tee representing the Bar Association is 


attempting to outline an amendment 
which will eliminate this frictional loss 
arising from estions of jurisdiction 


and will otherwise simplify the work of 
the courts, 


A proposed amendment which has 
been approved by the Kansas City Bar 
ation will be submitted to the 
lawyers of St. Louls at this meeting 
for discussion. 

By the terms of this amendment as 
drafted it is proposed to merge the 
various State courts of appeal into ap- 
pellate divisions of the Supreme Court, 


yand make the appellate judges a part 


of the supreme tribunal. By this meth- 
od all appeals will go direct to the Su- 
preme Court and be referred to the 
proper division, eliminating jurisdiction 
questions.

It is also provided that the State s shall 


be divided into five judicial districts, 
and that an Appellate Division of the 
Supreme Court shall be established in 
present Supreme 


tral Division of the Supreme Court and 
will: promulgate rules of practice of the 
Appellate and Central dfvisions. 

In case the docket of any Appellate 
or the Central division shall become so 
congested that any case remains un- 
decided for one year; it is provided in 
the tentative amendment that it shall 
be the duty of the justices of the Cen- 
tral Division t ll in a sufficient 
number of tha fodees ef the Appellate 
| Division to enablé them to dispose ef 
all es within a year. The places of 
the judges of the Appellate divisions 
during this service shall be filled by

ment that its provisions. shall become 
effective Jan. 15, 1913, if it is adopted 
by the voters of the State.

Society Was Organized by 
Young Germans Before 
Civil War.

Elaborate programs will be offered at 
the four days’ celebration of the six- 
tieth anniversary of the St. Louls Turn- 
verein, May 122 to 15, 1910. Each day 
there will be gymnastic exercises by 
the best turners of the St. Louis Turn- 
verein and other organizations of & 
like character. Turners from all over 
the United States are expected to show 
their prowess in honor of the oldest 
gymnastic society in the West. 

The United Singing Societies of vt. 
Louis will appear in a number of se- 
lected choral pieces and the Suabian, 
Bavarian and Badensian Societies will 
be seen in their picturesque national 
costumes. Many other features will 
make the festival memorable in the 
history ef German society. Beautiful 
and chenging scenic effectd are pro- 
vided for each day of the celebration. 
The attendance is expected to break 
all records as 60 different societies al- 
ready have signified their intention of 
being present either in a body or in 
delegations. 

The interesting history of the St. 
Loulg Turnverein is to be published in 
book form. It ‘shows that on May 12, 
13850; a number of young Germans met 
in the neighborhood of Lafayette Park 
to play a game of ball, After the game 
they organized a club and called it the 
“Endeavor.” A month later they re- 
solved to found a society, the St. Louis 
Turnverein. The founders of the society 
were Carl Speck, lL. Barthels, John 
Bolland, George Meyer, F. Reever, Wil. 
liam Myer, Theodore Hildenbrandt, 
Willibald Moll, 8. A. Bennett, Cari B. 
Dieckriede and William GrahlL Grahl 
still is living. 

The first gymnasttco exercises were 
held in the yard of a dry goods mer- 
chant by the name of Depenau on Sec- 
ond and Poplar streets, the apparatus 
consisting of one horizontal and one 
parallel bar, while a lantern or two 
served to illuminate the place. Later 
the exercises were held on‘a vacant 
lot on the corner of Third and Poplar 
streets, and still later in the Frank P. 
Blair warehouse on Second and Mor- 
gan streets. 

On January 138, 1885, the St. Louis 
Turnverein dedicated its first ball hall 
on Tenth street, between Walnut and 
Market streets, and the entire German 
element of St. Louis participated in the 
event. Before the year was ended, a 
, 3 | Ubrary was founded, which today num- 
f} bers over 6000 volumes. 

Soon came the Civil War. The society, 
without a moment’s hesitation, placed 
itself on record on the leading questions 
of the day—abolition of slavery and 
preservation of the Union. At a meet- 
ing, early in 1861, presided over by G. 
A. Finkelnburg, the late Unnted States 
District Judge, the following resolution 
‘Was unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That the members of the 

St. Louls Turnverein stand fast by 
the Union, endorse the present ad- 
ministration in its attitude against 
secession, and proclaim themselves 
ready to defend the flag with their 
life’s blood. 

On April 22, 1861, the first three com- 
panies, consisting of members ef the 
society, marched into the Arsenal, thus 
ferming the nucleus of the Volunteer 
Regiments, who, on May 10, took Camp 
Jackson and thereby saved the State 
ef Missouri for the Union. During the 
war 22 members of the St. Louls Turn- 
verein were killed. Their memory is 
honored by a iarge picture in the new 
hall, 1608 Chouteau avenue, which the 
society acquired in 1889. Among the 
members to whose efforts the success 
of the society is mainly due, are C. A.

WHITE, IN LETTER, TELLS. HIS 
PARENTS OF COMING “FIGHT” 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., April 30.—Chas. 
A. White left here eight years ago to 
goto St. Louis es a clerk and later a 
street car cenductor in East St. Louis. 
He worked in a department store here.

Browne, Democratic leader in the 
Legislature, in payment for his vote 
William Lorimer’ for United States 
Senator, White gave details of how 
he was paid $900 out of the legisla- 
tive “jackpot” on July 15, 1909, in the 
Southern Hotel, in St. Louis. He 
says Representative Robert E. Wil- 
son of Chicago summoned him there 
and paid him the money. 

In relating his charge, White says 
that four other Democratic members 
of the General Assembly met in the 
Southern with Wilson and himself. 
He says they were Joseph E. Clark, 
Vandalia, Michael §. Link, Mitchell; 
Charlies 8 Luke (now dead), Nash- 
ville, and Henry 8. Sheppard, Jersey- 
ville. 

White also says that he met Rep- 
resentative J. C. Breckmeyer of Car- 
lyle while in St. Louis on the same 
trip. 

Sent Investigator With White. 

In an effort to make this inquiry 
searching and conclusive the Tribune 
sent investigators along with Rep- 
resentative White to 8t. Louis, and 
then to the homes of the ‘Various 
members whom White had mentioned. 
The Southern Hotel register shows that 
Robert EB. Wilson was‘ July 15, 
19098, the day White ys jhe (Willison) 
paid him $900 out of the “jackpot.” The 
payment was made in a bathroom where 
all the takers of the bribe met. 

Link admits that he was at the hotel 
and met Wilson on that day, but de- 
clares that “it’s nobody’s business if he 
aid receive money or if he didn’t re 
ceive it.” 

In all the interviews had with Rep- 
resentative Clark, that legislator pro- 
fessed to be unable to remember the 
Bt. Louls meeting with Wilson. He 
could not recall receiving a telegram 
from Wilson requesting the St. Louis 
meeting, 

Representative Sheppard said he hap- 
pened to be in St. oLuis last summer 
on the occasion referred to and met 
Wilson, Link, Luke and Clark there as 
White has related, but he says he re- 
ceived no money there and furthermore 
that he got no money for voting for 
Lorimer. 

Sheppard explains his vote for Zant.

enemies would be appointed postmaster 
at Jerseyville. S

At Mitchell, Il, the Tribune’s inves- 
tigators saw Michael Link on his farm. 

Link stated that he weuld not talk 
and no court of justice could make him 
talk.

Louis ene 
day last summer, but he does not re- 
member the exact time. 

He said that he and Wilson were at 
the Southern and that he also saw 
Clark and Sheppard and White “and 
more of the boys there.” When asked 
if Wilson gave him money he stated 
that it was nobody’s business whether 
he did or whether he didnot, but he 
would not admit that he didn’t give 
him any money, according to the in- 
vestigator of the Tribune. 

White told Link th t he had con- 
fessed all, and told Lins that. he re- 
ceived $900 from Wilson in the Southern 
Hotel, in St. Leuls, on July <5, 1909, 
and the best thing fer Link to do was 
to tell the same thing. 

Link refused and stated again that it 
was nobody’s business if he did receive 
seme money from Bob Wilson. 

White then asked Link if he did not 
remember saying to him, ‘‘White, he 
(Link) got the worst of it in this deal,’’ 
meaning the time that Wilson paid him 
$900. Link said that he did not re- 
member saying that, but he would not 
state that he didn’t say it. 

Joseph Clark of Vandalia was seen 
and stated that he did not know any- 
thing about any money that was paid 
by Wilson to any ef the members of 
the Legislature. 

When a reporter saw Wilson he de- 
nied that he had paid out any money, 
but refused to say whether or not he 
was at the Southern Hotel on the day 
mentioned. 

Lee O'Neil Browne when asked by 
telephone about the charges said: 

“Remarkable! The charges are 
remarkable. You should look his 
man White up. I don’t know him 
very well, but I know his methods. 
I don’t like to discuss them. Mr. 
White should remember in making 
these charges that I hold, and doubt- 
less other members of the Assembly 
hold, his notes for small amounts—

Calls a Contenncs of Na- 
tional Scope to Consider 
-Cost of Living Problem. 


MEETING IN*ST. LOUIS 


Secretary Wilson Accepts In- 
vitation to Attend—-Experts 
Expected to Come. 


A $1,000,000 corporation, designed to 
promote a practical back-to-the-farm 
movement by placing families on well- 
equipped farms with conditions favor- 
able to success, will probably be organ- 
ized at a meeting to be held at the 
Planters Hotel Thursday morning. 

Gov. Hadley is a leading promoter of 
the plan. The National Farm Homes 
Association is the intended title of the 
new orzanization, and its plan ig to 
found colonies in Missourt and other 
Southern and Southwestern states, and 
to provide a system of farm supervision 
wich will insure the best results for 
each colony, Incidentally, it is hoped to 
lower the cost of living by increasing 
the number of producers. 

The $1,000,000 capital stock, as it is 
vaid up, is intended to be made avail- 
abie in the establishment of colony units 
at $60,000 each. An examining board 
will pass on applications for the farms 
in the various colonies, and will place 
those on the land who seem most 
worthy and most likely to succeed. It 
is expected. by this method, to make 
the original investment pay a fair re- 
turn, while the colonists will' acquire 
the land on easy terms. 

The various states represented at the 
big gathering of farmers in St. Louis 
this week will bé represented in the 
Executive Committee of the new aaso- 
clation. 

Hadley Will Preside. 

Gov. Hadley will preside. Speakers 
who have accepted invitations are B. 
F. Yoakum, Archbishop Glennon, Rabbi 
Harrison, James Wilson, Secretary of 
Agriculture, Norman Colman, ex-Secra- 
tary of Agriculture, former Gov. Joseph 
W. Folk and D. R. Francis. 

Others who have been invited are, 
Jacob A. Riis, Seth Low, president of 
the National Civic Federation; August 
Belmont, Mayor F. H. Kreismann of 
St. Louis, Lyman Abbott, Jane Addams, 
John D. Rockefeller, Andrew Carr. egie, 
Samuel Gempers, John Mitchell, Col. 
Jeseph G. Butler, Ralph M. Easley, 
manager ef the National Civic League: 
James Speyer, Erman J. Ridgeway, 
Mark Sullivan, John Temple Graves, Jo- 
seph Medill Patterson, Mrs: Russel! 
Sage and other financiers, philanthro- 
pists, agricultural experts, heads of 
educational institutions, and managing 
editors of Missouri dally papers. 

It is expected to enlist the interest of 
Theodore Roosevelt and Gifford Pinchot 
when they’ reach this country, and they 
will probably be made officers of the 
organization. 

The preliminary plan for the National 
Farm Homes Association hag been 
worked out by Gov. Hadley, Immigra- 
tion Commissioner John H. Curran and 
Frederick Deming Tucker, formerly 
head of the School of Agriculture of the 
University of Minnesota. 

The problem, as stated in the pros- 
pectus, is: “How can those people whe, 
by their individuality, have gained cen- 
trol of a large proportion of the world’s 
wealth, and who have thereby assumed 
a certain responsibility toward the rest 
of humanity, invest a certain part of 
their surplus wealth in the creation of 
homes, the bulwark of society?’ It is 
proposed to formulate a business plan 
which will yield dividends and at the 
same time accomplish a far-reaching 
philanthropy. 


Cause of High Living Cost. 

The cause of the high cost of living 
is attributed to the fact that produc- 
tion has not kept pace with consump- 
tion. The need, it follows, according to 
this theory, is for society to create 
more producers. 

“Land is now available in Misseuri at 
$10 per acre and even less, and since it 
will be found desirable te plate these 
colony, units in: different parts of the 
country, Arkansas, Alabama, Mississip- 
pi, Louisiana, Texas and many other 
states can furnish the land ef the char- 
acter required and at similar prices. 

“Thirty-two M#-acre farms will be 
gathered around the central farm of 
160 acres. Total cost of the 32 farms 
will be $38,400, fully equipped, and the 
central farm, fully equipped, is esti- 
mated to cost approximately $11,600 ad- 
ditional, making the total cost of each 
celony unit $50,000. 

“There should be a large centrai 
farm, owned by the association and di- 
rected by the same. On this 
farm there will be empleyed some of 
the larger machinery, such as ensilags 
and feed cutters, seed fans, manure 

apreaders, etc., which at intervals can 


farm also should be placed the cream. 
ery, cannery, sawmill, and other equip- 
ment necessary for caring for and pre- 

pering for market the products ef the 
edividoal farmer.

Height Where His View of the Fiery Visitor Will be Unobst | 


R the first time in the history 
of the world, an astronomer. will 
-go to a comet in order to observe 
its idiocyncracies, instead of bringing 
the comet to him by means of the tele- 
scope, That is, he will not go as. far 
as the comet, for that will be some 12,- 
999,999 miles away at its nearest. ap- 
proach to the earth, but he will ascend 
into the sky in a balloon. 

May 6 and 18 Prof. David Todd of Amherst Col- 
lege, Amherst, Mass., will make the ascension un- 
der the guidance of Charles J. Glidden, in one of 
the latter’s balloons, and will be accompanied by 
Mrs. Todd and Jay B. Benton, Mr. Glidden will 
be the pilot, 


Charles J. Glidden is one of America’s most 


original. sportsmen, having amassed a fortune ih 
varnish making. Mr. Glidden dropped business 
and devoted himgelf to sport in the highest sense. 
He took up automobiling more than a decade ago, 
and -has toured the world in its most inaccessi- 


ble placés in his cars. The “Glidden tours” for 


automobiles to determine reliability and other 
mechanical qualities of cars, are due te his initia- 


tive. 
Mr. Glidden was present at the birth of the 
present century revival of ballooning, and went 


‘in for the sport with the same eagerness and in- 


telligence with which he had fostered motoring. 
He was one of the officers of the international 
balloon race for’the Gordon Berinett cup at St. 
Louis two years ago, at which time his interest 
was kindled into an enthusiasm that has grown 
with time. He is now president of the New En-

Ask’ Tetrazzini, ask Caruso, Dalmores, Carl 
Jorn, Marguerite Sylva, Bonci, Zenatello—oh, 
almost any of them. 

In short, to be a succéssful opera singer here 
and get away with it, one must be also.a good, 
experienced second-story man, or a_ contor- 
tionist, or able to play in a band. Why? . 

Because, somehow or other, the average opera 
singer does not seem able to keep out of law 
suits, and in order to escape the consequences 
of these bothersome little affairs it is sometimes 
necessary to resort to subterfuges that would 
try the skill of a Lecoqg! Then, too, there are 
such troubles as Black Hand threats, or domes- 
tic mix-ups, and what not! 

Just look over the experiences of some of our 
song birds, male and female, during the season 
recently closed! What a list it makes and how 
amusing and thrilling have been the means of 
escape from our shores by some of then. 

There was the flute-voiced Tetrazzini, for in- 
stance. She of the high E and the ‘jovial 
figure. We all know how the dear fair 
singer could stoop over as though tying 
her shoe laces and take a high note, yet 
which of us suspected that she could do 
a contortion act such as would make a 
circus performer jealous? Yet it is ru- 
mored that she did. 

It seems that a hard hearted impres- 

ario discovered Tetrazzini down in Mex- 

ico some years ago when she was making 
her first appearances on this hemisphere 
and saw the possibilities in her. So he 
got her to sign a long term contract under 
which he was to boom her in this .country. 
Then when Oscar’ Hammerstein heard of her and 
made her an offer for the Manhattan Opera House 
in New York the original impresario claims that 
the singer simply threw him over and repudiated 
her contract. So he has been on her trail for 
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some time trying to serve her with papers in a 
projected suit for damages. Now, Tetrazzini 


- wanted to go back to Europe and didn’t wish to 


be delayed by any bothersome courts. She knew 
that the process servers were waiting for her at 
the pier of the Mauretania, and if she would sail 
she must throw them off her track.. How to do 
it? Well, there are two stories as to how it was 
done. One account says that Mme. Tet azzini, dis- 
guised as a steerage passenger, slunk down to 
the steamship dock at midnight and went aboard 
with the emigrants. Once One board she was 
escorted to the captain’s cebin, where she formed 
one of a merry party that awaited the sailing 
next day. The other story is that she was packed 
into a packing case-and sent aboard the big 
steamer as freight. 

At all events, though a small army of sleuths 
watched for her arrival at the Cunard pier, she 
escaped their vigilance in some way, and when 
the steamer started out next morning, there. she 
was at the rail, smiling and fil'nging roses back 
to the disappointed officers of the law. 

Thrilling, eh? 

Charles Dalmores,. the great baritone of the 
Manhattan, got out of the country in March in 
a most original way. Dalmores was another vic- 
tim of the artistic temperament to which a con- 
tract is worth about as much as an empty egg, 
as far as it will hold him. If the other party 
to a contract with one of these artists ever tries 
to break it the artistic temperament puts up a 
terrible howl.

The 
officers of the law saw the handsome cornetist, 
and heard him play, but they never guessed that 
he was Dalmores. . : 

Of course, it-was to be expected that Caruso 
would cause a little excitement during his season 
here, hut the kind that he caused was different 
from what was expected. 

One day, during the winter, there was terrible 
excitement among the opera folk and the police. 
Caruso had been Black Handed. Yes, he had re- 
ceived a letter telling him that {f he didn’t leave 
$15,000 in a@ certain place at a certain time he 
would be blown up with dynamite. Caruso let 
out a tenor howl that brought the reserves and a 
few hundred detectives about him. Here was 
another case of trying to take the hard earned 
dollars away from a poor singer! Oh, these aw- 
ful United States! Oh, this terrible New York? 

. Garuso was scared nearly to death. He had a 
bodyguard wherever he went, and when he sang 
the stage was filled with detectives disguised as 
chorus singers, to-the edification of the audience. 

The Black Handers—the tenor’s own country- 
men, of course—were jn earnest. They wrote more 
letters and made more demands. Finally two of 
them, trapped by fake promises to pay the sum 
asked for at a designated spot, were nabbed and 
sent away to prison. So Caruso got away with a 
whole skin and little mcney lost. 

The experiences of Carl Jorn, another tenor, 
during the season, wre interesting. They began 
with his thrashing a stage manager who spoke 
crossly to a chorus girl, and they did not end 
there. In a few days came the announcement of 
a strange mix-up in the Jorn menage. Frau Jorn, 
it seems, had been left behind in Germany, and 
there had fallen in love with her dentist. She 
wrote to her husband and told him about it, ask- 
ing him to release her from her marital bonds. The 
tenor did the romantic thing. He had her come 
over here, and, in a touching (if rather public) 
way granted her the right to go and get a di- 
vorce, and marry the dentist, at 
‘the same time settling a nice lump 
of money on her. 

Lina Cavalieri’s experiences 
were also romantic during the 
season. She had other kinds, too, 
such as her weekly fusses with

Mary Garden; 
so much compared to her heart affairs. 
Miss Cavalieri happened to be adored by 
two men during the season, one Robert 
Armstrong Chanler, the New York millionaire, 
the other a Russian Count. Both wanted to mar- 
ry her, and she told the newspapers about it, add- 
ing. that she hadn't decided which she would 
choose, but would announce it publicly later on. 
This made it very pleasant for both her swains, 
of course, and at last accounts all the talking on 
the subject was being done by Cavalieri. The av- 
erage man in love with a woman does not care 
somehow, to have her using it for press matter! 

Marguerite Sylva was another of the song birds 
who couldn’t keep out of court. Early in the 
season this young singer, who used to be a comic 
opera star here, and went abroad to become a 
grand opera feature, was to sing at the Manhat- 
tan.

_curred to many children, all ct whom have been 


saved from being chronically stupid and worth- 
less by the discovery of their visual defect and 
being fitted with glasses. 

It was not so very long ago that another cause 
for stupidity and general backwardness. among 
school children was discovered, the presence of 
adenoids in the throats and noses of the little 
victims who never filled their lungs properly, 
and who sat around with their mouths open gasp- 
ing for breath. The removal of adenoids is a sim- 
ple and comparatively painless operation, and 
it is simply another case_of a dull world being 
changed into a bright and beautiful place in 
which to live. 

There are four tonsils in every normal throat. 
These are two glandular structures popularly 
termed tonsils (the faucial tonsils); the third ton- 
gil is situated in the vault or upper part of the 
pharynx, just back of the nose, and the fourth 
tonsil, located at the base of the tongue. 

Only when diseased or enlarged are the tonsils 
abnormal. When the faucial tonsils are enlarged 
the voice is thick and disagre-able. More rarely

breathing is not interfered with, but disease of 
the ear is caused. When the third tonsil is en- 
larged, because of its position back of the nose, 
it projects over the openings of the nose into. the 
throat, and interferes with nasal breathing; the 
child breathes with the mouth partially open, 
and his speech is nasal 


Adenoids, or enlargement of the third tonsil, 
are the most common cause of deafness in chil- 
dren, and sometimes cause the defo:mity of the 
chest, called “pigeon breast,” and interferes with 
the child’s physical and mental development. 

Defective hearing, or half-hearing, is more com- 
mon in children than ever is suspected. A child 
who should be bright, mentally alert al] the time, 


seems stupid, inart, uninterested in things going ° 


on about him, or just lazy, and his teacher and 
parents and fellows come to have a sort of con- 
tempt for his mental ability. He gets little sym- 
pathy if he doe@ not seem to understand at once 
what is said to him or “catch on to” the games 
or speech of his playfellows. It is because he is 
partially deaf from one causte or another. 


In the laboratory of the Department of Hygiene 
are a number of obstructiong which the doctors 
have removed from tle ears of children who were 
deaf. The strange affinity which the homely 


-bean has for the inner ear of thw child is, in a 


great many cases, the cause of the deafness of 
children, particularly boys. 


of school hygiene than ever before. But yet sta- 
tistics on the subject are woefully lacking. How 
great is the retardation of children from bad 
teeth the school doetors are not yet pre. 
pared to say, but they all agree that next 
to defective vision it is the greatest cause 
of backwardness in the schools. The rea- 
son is that children with decaying teeth suffer 
from improper mastication of féod which results 
in nervous and digestive disorders which impair 
their) mental ability. It is not the acute tooth- 
ache ithat causes the uneasiness, for this is soon 
discovered, and remedied, but the slow and gen- 
eral deterioration of the child’s Lealth of which 
even itself or its parents are unawrre. 

.Now the school doctors examine the teeth of 
every child, and make a report to the parents of 
the condition, asking that it be remedied. From 
time to time the examination continues to learn 
if the parents are having the defective teeth filled 
or extracted. he 

If the parents of the child with bad teeth are 
unable to pay a dentist, the child is sent to the 
clinic of one of the dental schools, and is given 
treatment gratis. This plan, however, is to be 
changed soon. The St. Louis Society of Dental 
Science has undertaken to care for the teeth of 
children who cannot pay for the service. A clinic 
will be established at an early date in the Board
